— The Am-' 
erican pbTaY' •''xpedition fitted out by 
James 'G'oVdoil' , Kennett, consisting of 
the steam corvetU' .TeanuPtte, left San 
Francisco .Tuly 8th, 1S7;>. The depar- 
ture of the expedition was, it is esti- 
mated, witnessed; by, lOO.QPPr |fe.oplc 
from tiie wharves' and hill tops over- 
looking tho. bay. Tne Jeannettiei is 
barque rigged, screw steamer of 420 
tons burden, and 80 horse power nom- 
inal. Slie was built at Pembroke dock-, 
yard in England in ISC^'and desigiied 
for a naval dispatch boat. She was 
subsequently sold to Sir Allcii Young, 
and made three voyages to the Arctic; 
the first to King William's Ijand in 
1873 again to King V/illiam's Land in 
1S7 I, and the third timetocarry mails 
to the .Vlert at Peel's Round in ISTTi. 
She is built of Danty.ie oal; ami is es- 
pecially strong in the hull. She i.s ex- 
tra planked on her bottom and bil- 
ges and her frames and beams are of 
heavy timber. Her hull was further 
strengthened while at -Mare island, 
where she was fitted out with tiiree 
trusse.s and hanging knees each beam 
10 by 1-J inclies and a large stanchion 
in the centre being put in. Her stores 
of provisions were sufficient to last the 
crew 3 years. Every kind of canned 
meats and fruits desiccated vegetables, 
dried moats and salt beef and porlc 
wero among the stores. Several bar- 
rels of lime juice wero also ou board. 
She had also 7.')00 pounds of pemmic.an 
a pr(!paration particularly intended for 
Arctic exploring parties. It was made 
of the best quality of lean beef, which 
is first dried and then mixed with rais- 
ins. The .feannctte had on board ">',) 
souls, 'J") forward and S aft. ILcr com- 
maniler is Cleo. W. Del iOng, ;!;') years 
of age, who was born in New Vork 
city and graduated at the naval aca- 
demy in ISCf). Lieut, Charles W. 
Chipps, U. S. N., tho executive ofllcer, 
was born in Kingston, N, Y., and 
is oO vears of age. Lieut, dolin W. 
Dannenhower, U. S. N., is navigator. 
Pas.sed Assistant Surgeon James i\l. 
A mbler, U. S. N., is surgeon, and chief 
engineer George W. iSLelvelle, U..S.N., 
is, engineer. Jerome J. Collins, the 
scientist of the expedition, is 'a native 
of Ireland and ?>S years of age, Ife has 
for several years been connected 
with the New Vork "Herald." Ray- 
mond L. Newconib is a native of Sal- 
em, Mass., .59 years of age. j He is the 
naturalist En'd t&xiUeVrais"f*df''the ox- 
pedition7'^-Wm. DiTfib'ai', :tlib ico pilot, 
is a native of New London, Conn., and 
15 years of age. He has been at sea 
since his IfHb year and generally on 
whaling vessels, of which he 1ms Ijeen 
master for the past 10 years. The 
route of the JeanneLte was cut out by 
Commander DeLong as follows: Leav- 
ing San Franeisco sho shaped her 
course northwest for Aleutiap^ -Islands 
a distance of 2100 miles to Ounalaska 
harbor, situated on the north side of 
Ounalaska island. She passed through 
Unalaga Pass from the Pacific ocean 
into Behring's sea. From Ounalaska 
after having coaled ship she proceeded 
to St. Paul's island, 2'10 miles distant. 
At St. Paul's trading post of the Alas- 
ka Commercial company she received a 
supply of sealskin clothing for the crew, 
presented by the Alaska company, 
From thence she sailed for St. Michael's 
near the mouth of the Yukon river, a 
distance of 500 miles from yt. Paur.s, 
where dogs, sledges, snow-sl^oesr,l;fur 
clotliing and a few natives wore taken 
on board. From St. ^Micliael's .she 
proceeded to St. Lawrence hciy, on tho 
coast of Asia, a distance of 250 miles, 
for the purpose of obtaining news of 
Professor Norden.skjold's expedition, 
whicli, however, sho could not have ob- 
tained. From St. Lawrence ■ bay the 
Jeannotto passed directly through Beh- 
ring strait into the Arctic ocean, shap- 
ing her course along the shOre of Wrdn- 
gcl Land, From that time upward 
the real business of the. cxpetlition com- 
menced and the coui'so thdy purjfued is

Henry P. .lourneay, the senior mem- 
ijer of the firm of Journeay ; k Burn- 
ham, who is often spoken of as the A. 
T.vStewartof Brooklyn, "^has returned 
fronrhis bridal tour.'; -'Mr. Journeay i.s 
a millionaire, and until his unexpected 
marriage last month, was a bachelor. 
Tlo is between .sixty and seventy years 
old, but bis tomporate habits have so 
far pre.iorved his appearance that lie 
seems to "be hardly more than forty. 
Tle built up in Brooklyn, a dry goods 
bi&th-esA"sifterthe model of A. T. Ste- 
wart. His large-double store in At- 
lantic nvonuo has a marble front un- 
broken by. ftny sign. He was viewed 
ag a couOrmed old bachelor, and many 
of' tliD' prettiest young women of Eroolt- 
lin^ ruindful'of his wealth, in vain at-" 
tcmpted to make hira change hifi. mind.

Journey to get liis 
answer. ' This'sceno was enacted with 
great sei'innsne.ss day after day for 
yeans, until the fact that tho two part- 
ners of the great house of Journeay A 
Burnham were known never to speak 
to each other was often commented 
upon. Mr. Burnham, however, never 
said anything to indicate that his feel- 
ings were not as amiable toward his 
partner as they seemed to be to the 
rest of the world. This long silence, 
at times so .\wkward, was broken upon 
tho return of Mr. Journeay from his 
bridal toiur. Mr. Burnham was quick 
to seize tho favorable opportunity, and, 
grasping his partner's hand to congra- 
tulate him, received back a friendly 
pressure, which, with a kindlier look of 
tho eye, indicated that the past had 
been forgiven, and that thoy could 
once more! bo friends.

Tho Custom in Clreat London Nova- 
papors, ' 

The retaining of a leader-writer on a 
great London journal, such as the 
''Times,'^/^Telegraph,'' or ■^.'N.ews,'' is a 
peculiar feature in Ijoornalism. If a 

writer shows marked evidence of merit 
or if bo has the ability to write exhaus- 
tively and in a graphic manner on 
some special class of topics, he is re- 
tained, .IS it is termed; that is,-hc is 
paid a stipulated amount each year. 
With tho jiapers referretl to, ibis is 
commonly, ,l;l,000 (S5,000), In re- 
ceiving a' retaipeiv.he' binds ' himself 
not to write foi-::.^'an'y other publication 
on the topics for the' treatment of 
which his employer has engaged him. 
In bi.s leisure hour.s In? can write on 
other subjects as much as ho pleases, 
but the implied understanding is that 
he must keep himself thoroughly in- 
formed on every phase of tho particu- 
lar question the "Times" or the "News" 
wishes him to write upon, and must 
bo in readine,ss whenevor called upon, 
to furnish an editorial leader, ft may 
happen that we^s ai^d^ovoiy months 
will^aas by atict n^ eali*wil( ^ 'Ul 4aade 
for his services, and at another time Ids 
pen will eviM-y day bo in dein'and. His 
retainer is not given to pay him 
for what hi.' writes, but ,sini]ily to 
reward him for hcepiiig liiuiself tho- 
roughly informed, and to .secure, when 
needed, tlio command of his services. 
For the actual writing lie does for the 
jiaper to which he is attached lie re- 
coivi>s additional pay.
